Much interest is taken in Boston in 
the report from Ottawa that Canada 
will make an effort to have a permanent 


[peace treaty made between the United 
|States and Great Britain. 


Prof. F. C, de Sumichrast of Harvard 
said ‘today that resolution urging the 
British government to make a compact 
assuring peace with the United States 
would. if introduced, be passed, as no 
one could possibly object to perpetual 
peace. 

Professor de Sumichrast said, how- 
ever, that much more is being accom- , 


| plished by actual experience in the set- 


tlement of disputes between the two 
countries by arbitration. He cited the 
Alaska case, and pointed out that, while 
the decision was against Canada, she was 
quite ready to have the Newfoundland 
fisheries case settled at The Hague. 

The two countries do not want to fight, 
he said. Common sense is against their 
ever fighting. But if the governments 
wish to pass a complimentary vote 
agreeing never to fight, let them by all 
means do it. While nothing but an 
interchange of courtesies may be gained, 
nothing will be lost. 

“Everything of that sort is splendid,” 
declared the Rev. Charles F. Dole, presi- 


rdent of the Twentieth Century Club. “I 


believe in it with all my heart, and, 
furthermore, believe that the United 
States could go one step further and rfe- 
solve never to have another war with 
any other nation. By so doing, this ‘na-- 
tion would more perfectly be living up to 
its attributed Christian faith and show a 
greater courage than ever. 

“I consider the proposal perfectly prac: 
ticable. Of course there are those who 
will make a contrary claim, but the 
practicability of such a plan; like se 
many others, becomes more apparent 
with the increasing number of adherents. . 

“The reason we are supporting a large 
navy is not to protect our nation against 
foreign nations, but to protect ourselves 
against the insurgent element among our | 
own people, those people who agitate ap- 
prehension, fear and hostility against 
other nations.” 

Francis B. Sears, vice-president of the 
National Shawmut Bank, said he thought 
the proposal of a peace compact between 
the United States and Great Britain 
would not be practicable. It would show 
the good feeling existing between the 
countries concerned, but if the people 
decided upon war, voted for it and armed 
themselves, nothing could prevent them 
from going to war. 

“No nation can prevent itself from 


having war,’ declared Mr. Sears. - “I 
have not heard the details of the pro- 
posed peace compact, and this is simply — 
an off-hand opinion; but I should judge 
that however pleasant such an action 


might be, it could not be effective.”

branches of our English-speaking race 
should follow their example. 

“The obstacle in our path hitherto 
has been the desire of nations to sit in 
judgment in their own cause, a practise 
which would condemn any judge to in- 
famy. The man who sits in judgment 
in his own cause violates the first prin- 

_ciples of natural justice and is dis- 
honored. So should nations be who in- 
sist upon doing so.” 

After Jauding the President’s policy 
“of urging peaceful settlement of in- 
ternational disputes by treaties between | 
nations agreeing to submit all disputes 
to arbitration,’ Mr. Carnegie said: 

“Why should not the committee Con- 
gress asked the President to appoint be 
instructed to ascertain whether the rulers 
and statesmen, who repeatedly express 
ardent desires for international peace. 
are ‘in earnest, by bringing the proposed 
treaties to their attention. 

“We believe that Britain is prepared 
to follow. We think France would also. 
If any other lands are not, then the 
committee has so to report. We shall 
then know the genuine peace powers 
and also the others, if any—an impor- 
tant discovery. 

“We must look above the mere money 
cost of war to effect its abandonment. 
As long as the yearly increase of the 
national wealth of the nations 
enormous that means will always 
forthcoming for war.” 

In concluding he mentioned the $10.- 
000,000 donation to the cause of universal 
peace, doing so seemingly with a desire 
to hurry past the point. Mr. Carnegie 
adheres to his previous position that 
since he had turned the bonds over to 
the trustees he had done his part and 
that the question of the administration 
of the vast trust was in their hands 
alone.

The New .York produce exchange has 8) 
issued in pamphlet form the report of 
its special committee appointed in thie 
autumn to make a careful study of the 
publications of the national monetary 
commission and formulate its con- 
clusions. ‘ 

The committee says 
nizes the unsoundness of our present 
currency system and its inadequacy to 
meet the business needs of the country, 
and it recommends the adoption of a 
central bank system, providing such 
changes as will do away with the evils 
inherent in our present national! 
system, and place the currency 
sound and elastic basis. 

About 160 other commercial 
changes throughout the country 
appointed committees for a similar pur- 
pose, carrying out the suggestion of the 
national monetary commission that the 
material gathered by them be studied by 
the business men of the country. The 
reports prepared by these exchanges will 
be submitted to the National Board of 
Trade at its convention to be held in 
Washington in January.

TWENTY-NINE cities in Massachusetts now 
have held their municipal elections, only two 
of them shifting on the license question, 
While all but thre® mayors who sought reelec- 
tion were successtul. A notable exception 
in the latter respect was Lynn, which  bal- 
loted tor the first time under the new charter 
provision for a commission form of govern- 
ment, choosing for mayor and chief commis- 
sioner \WWilham P. Connery, whose no-license 
proclivities wéte his strongest claim to preferment.  .xponents of 
the comnussion form of government doubtless will see in the result 
there, and the large vote cast. more support of their well-grounded 
for statistics show that more interest in the commission 
plan has been developed throughout the [cast and especially in 
New Itngland. Lynn's experience may vet be exploited quite as 
generally as that of Haverhill, where last week the voters defeated 
a seemimgly unwise scheme for municipal purchase of an electric 
plant: or ot Chelsea, where a commission government has done 
splendid work to rehabilitate the burned district. 

Furthermore, the Lynn result must be regarded decidedly as 
a popular expression, for Mayor James I. Rich, who failed of 
reelection, stood out firmly against adoption of the comumission plan. 
Reasonable hope exists, therefore, that Lynn may enjov the same 
felicity that has enabled Haverhill to continue its commission form. 
More than seventy cities in the United States dealing with radically 
different elements have tried that plan with success, and so creditable 
a showing augurs well for extension of commission governmen! 
throughout the country. more particularly as the Des Aloines plan 
of centering responsibility in a ‘tew men never vet has proved 
a failure.

This latter view, however, would be extreme. Moderate opin- 
ion in Great Britain will unquestionably hold that the Liberal- 
coalitionists, with a mayjoritv of between eighty and a hundred, 
are competent to go on with the administration of the nation’s 
affairs. ‘There will be one condition in reserve, however, and circum- 
stances will dictate as to whether this shall be given expression 
so pronounced as to call for another appeal to the country. 

The cable states plainly that, having come to a realization of the 
fact that their position in Parliament is not going to be bettered 
by later pollings, many Unionists favor a policy of negotiation. 
This means that Unionists, who recognize fully the power and the 
opportunity that have come to the Liberal pariv by reason of the 
rvemeattd failure of the Unionist forces to overturn it, are in a 
mood to advance and to receive terms of settlement. Properly 
described, these persons are partizans who are capable on occasion 
of rising to the plane of patriotism. A tremendous constitutional 
issue is involved in the pending parliamentary struggle. There 
must be an appeal to reason. Partizan heat might lead to results 
regrettable to British subjects for all timé. ‘There are many Liberals 
who will be glad to meet the Umionists half way. Moderates of 
both parties, through conterence, might come to an agreement that 
would make for progress, not for revolution. 

The Liberals are as deeply concerned in the stability of British 
institutions as the Unionists. Both are equally concerned in reform 
of the House of Lords.

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lor some years'a pamphlet, entitled “Daily Consular and , 
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THe offer made by Mr. Brandeis to show 
the railroads of the country how they might 
save a million dollars a day by adopting 
more efhcient methods in the conduct of their 
business is met by the assertion, backed by 
statistical proof, on the part of the Wall 
Street Journal, that the railroads in the last 
fifteen years have made almost exactly this 
saving in their daily operating expenses. 
This has been brought about. it 1s claimed, 
by improved processes in the handling of freight. The average 
revenue for carrying a ton ot freight during the period fell frorh 
$1.134 to $1.078, although the amount of money paid to the investor 
in railroad securities and bonds increased from 46.3 cents to 
49.3 cents per ton, Not only have the shipper and the capitalist 
benetited by the greater efhciency, but the laborer as well. His 
dividend has been increased by 3 cents on every ton of freight 
carried. The shipper’s gain per ton has been about the same. 

Put into larger figures, it appears from these interesting statis- 
tics that in 1907 the shipper paid the railroads nearly $144,000,000 
less than he would have done had the freight rates of 1903 still 
prevailed, and in 1908 nearly $86,000,000 less. 

Several things must be kept in mind, of course, when the ques- 
tion of reducing railroad operating expenses 1s up for discussion. 
The public comes first. The shipper, who represents a part of the 
public, and the passenger, who represents another part, demand good 
service. Any shortcoming on the part of a transportation com- 
pany in dealing with either could not be satisfactorily explained by 
the statement that the company was engaged in economizing. What- 
ever else the public carriers may do, they must be efficient. Efficiency 
INeans machinery that 1s up to date, and this costs money. [t means 
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expert care and handling of this machinery, another source of, 


expense. Itymeans that in order to obtain a fair profit upon some 
kinds of traffic other kinds of traffic must be carried with small 
profit or at a loss. It means that labor must be rewarded to the 
point of contentment. It means that the bondholder must be paid 
his interest, the stockholder, when possible, his dividend. It means 
innumerable expenditures for improvements and betterments not 
related directly to operation.

[t has gradually dawned upon Mr. Clark and those immediately 
around him that it would never do to abandon the methods that 
have grown up gradually under eighteen years of Republican rule, 
since these methods are the fruit of experience gathered at great 
cost and frequently under stress of circumstances. And so. Mr. 
Clark and his frientls are not quite as determined in their purpose 
to overthrow Cannonism as they once were. _ 

This is not pleasing to some of those who in the past have 
been nearest to the Democratic leader and who have believed them- 
selves to be-in full possession of his sentiments and his confidence. 
Thev are Missourians, and they want to know. They want to 
know, among other things, whether Mr. Clark will consent to the 
surrender to a committee of a power which up to quite recently 
rested with the speaker; the power of appointing committees. With 
regard to Mr. Cannon, Mr. Clark was fully convinced ;that this 
was a despotic :power; with regard to himself, he is said not to 
be quite so certain as to the impropriety of the speaker's retention 
of it. ! 

Undoubtedly a fair measure of independence is essential to the 
presiding officer if he is to direct and advance the House business 
expeditiously. And the test of the propriety of So-called despotism 
in-the speakership may lie in the question whether the motive behind 
the. action consorts with the advantage of the whole people or the 
advantage of a particular class.
